MONEY IS VALUE—NOT A MERE SCRAP OF 
PAPER 

The U.F.A. Convention at Calgary went on 
record as demanding, first a wheat board—na- 
tional, if possible, and if that were not possible, 
then provincial. Second, a provincial bank and 
provincial credit for farmers. No reason was 
given for the first except that they wanted it, The 
seties of reasons given for the second were in di- 
rect contradiction of every sound principle of 
banking or credit. Primarily a bank is a place for 
the safe keeping of savings of industry or the 
profit of enterprise. Secondarily it is an organiza- 
tion for the distribution of the money so placed 
with it for safe keeping, for use in active industry, 
trade or finance. A bank does not ‘*make’’ mon- 
ey. It first stores and then distributes it, both 
functions being recognized as useful or indeed es- 
sential under conditions of modern civilization. 
For its service in storing and distributing money 
the bank is entitled to be paid—that is, the men 
who have invested their money in a banking en- 


terprise are entitled toa reasonable return on their 
eturn on invest- 


investment. If there is to be nor 

ment there can be no banks, and the 
return must be in proportion to the 
capital invested, for services rendered and 


The revenue of a bank is derived 
on money deposited with it 
for safety and loaned out by it. The bank’s pro- 
fit is in the difference between the interest it pays 
on deposits and what it charges on loans. 

Banks hold the money of depositors 
call.’ That is they must pay out on demand of 
the owner any money deposited with them. Mon- 
ey is loaned by banks for definite periods, say, 
one, three, or six months. Obviously, when the 
money held by the bank must be paid out ‘on 
call,’’ that is on demand without notice, and the 
money loaned by the bank can only be claimed by 
it at fixed periods, there must always be in the 
bank, and therefore earning nothing, a large 
amount of money available to meet demands of de- 
positors whenever made. That is the proper fune- 
tion of the capital invested by the shareholders 
in the bank. Clearly if the capital invested in a 
bank does not produce any return from Its use, the 
return to justify the investment must be found 
elsewhere. That is to say, the margin between the 
interest paid on deposits and the interest charged 
on loans must be wider than it would have to be if 
the capital invested could alsovbe loaned out with- 
out endangering the safety of the money deposit- 
ed. Either the depositors must take less or the 
borrower must pay more to enable the sharehold- 
ers to carry the risk and reap a fair profit, than 
they would have to if the bank could put its own 
capital out in loans. To meet this condition the 
bank is specially empowered by the Bank Act to 
issue its own notes, or promises to pay on demand, 
as currency, in volume proportioned to the capital 
investment of the shareholders. The effect of this 
is that while the capital of the bank remains to 
meet the ultimate demands of depositors, is their 
security, the bank: has the use of as much of its 
capital as is represented by the notes issued, and 
js therefore able to accommodate more borrowers 
at a less interest rate than it could if it were not 
allowed to issué notes as currency. 

The first point is: the greatest possible assur- 
ance of security, coupled with a reasonable return 
to depositors. 

The second is the having of the largest 
nmount of money consistent with safety at the low- 
est rate to borrowers. 

The third is the return to the shareholders on 
their investment which must be substantial to cov- 
er the responsibilities assumed and the risks tak- 
en, or money could not be secured for banking in- 
vestment. 

Judging from the wording of the several 
resolutions and the tenor of the debates on bank- 
ing and credits in the U.F.A. convention, the idea 
seemed to prevail that the notes issued by the 
banks as currency constituted the ‘‘money’’ or 
values upon which all business transactions are 
based; and that as these notes cost only their 
printing, the banks in loaning them out to farmers 
at present rates of interest were first, themselves 
getting ‘‘something’’ for practically ‘‘nothing,’’ 
and they were charging farmers very much too 
much for that something which had cost 
them (the banks) nothing. This idea is so far 
aside from the facts, as hereinbefore outlined, that 
intelligible argument regarding it is exceedingly 
difficult. The misfortune is that the idea is very 
generally prevalent, as a reslut of the lack of a 
spread of correct information on the subject. 

‘As the publie handle the notes, or promises to 
pay on demand, of both the banks and the gov- 
ernment on equal terms they improperly assume 
that both are on the same basis. The Dominion 
note is issued as currency on the credit of the 
state. So long as the credit of the state is good 
and so long as there is not more currency issued 
than the credit of the state will stand, it 
passes at its face value, Should the eredit of the 
state be weakened or there be an over issue of 
currency it would drop below face value 
what has oceurred in every country in Europe 
and in Russia, Austria and Germany, the state 
currency has depreciated in value from over issue 
until it has ceased to be currency-—that is a con- 
venience for use in the exchange of values. 

Bank notes are in an entirely different posi- 
tion from national or dominion notes. If from 
any cause whether over issue, heavy losses, or bad 
management the notes of any bank fall below 
their face value as compared with the national 
currency, or if it fails to pay its depositors on de 
mand, a chartered bank automatically ceases t@ be 
a place of deposit for money, and the 
also cease to Joan money or issue currency, 
other words it goes out of business then 
there. 

A bank is a private enterprise 
certain privileges by law for the special obliga- 
tion which it assumes as the trustee, and distribu- 
tor for commercial or industrial use, of other peo- 
ple’s money. Money in this case meaning value, 
not merely currency or promises to pay The 
basis of the bankrupt system in the trusteeship of 
values, which values are the result of savings or 


the risks taken. 
chiefly from interest 
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profits ; not the paper currency or promises to pay 
| which are only waste paper unless they have val- 

ues behind them and mean what they say. To cre- 
| ate values is to create money. There is no other 
way. All the printing presses in Russia have not 
been able to turn the paper of that country into 
money. Nor can the printing presses of any other 
country do it. The faster the presses run, and the 
more paper they print, the less value the currency 
is, 

The business man owes money. He issues 4 
note—A promise to pay. That is what a bank 
note, or a Dominion note is. So long as people be- 
lieve the business man will pay when his note falls 
due the note is good. But if he issues too many 
notes, they know he can’t pay them all. Then 
none of them are good except at a discount, The 
more he issues, the greater the discount. The 
idea being that his assets will only realize a cer- 
tain amount, and no matter how many notes he is- 
sues the whole of them together are only worth 
what his assets will realize. The position of the 
country issuing currency is the same. Up to a 
point which cannot be determined beforehand, the 
currency issued by a government passes at face 
value as money. But beyond that point the issue 
of more currency simply divides the value into 
smaller units. It does not and cannot increase it. 
In Russia they have divided the nation’s credit in- 
to so many parcels that the value of each is in fact 
nothing. Results do not occur except there are 
causes. Like causes produce like results. 


MAKE IT REAL 


The United Farmers want a committee of the 
Legislature to find out whether the Provincial] 
police were used to break the alleged coal miners’ 
strike at Edmonton, and whether in the course of 
their operations they used undue roughness to 
women members of the mob. From the wording 
of the’resolution and the tone of the speakers in 
support of it what is wanted is not an investiga- 
tion of the whole strike situation, but that the pro- 
cedure of the Provincial police be gone over with 
afine tooth comb to find whether there is any- 
thing to support the complaints of the red element 
in and outside the United Farmers’ organization. 

Tt may be that the Government and Legislature 
will take a rather broader view of their responsi- 
bility in the matter. If the Province is to be put 
to the expense of an investigation the public have 
a right to expect that their interests in the ques- 
tion will get some attention, as well as those of 
Mr. Ryan and his associates. From the public 
standpoint the most important thing is not what 
happened to people who threw brickbats at the 
men who wanted to dig coal and battered police- 
men over the head with links of gas pipe; but 
whether the men who wanted to work were given 
the protection to which the law entitled them 
against interference by other parties, and whether 
the public right to have coal in winter was suf- 
ficiently safe-guarded against interruption at the 
hands of a foreign organization. 

If a Legislative committee is to do any investi- 
gating on the subject it should devote attention 
mainly to the question of whether the publie 
authorities acted in the public interest; and give 
minor regard to the question of what happened to 
people of either sex who chose to form themselves 
into a mob and fight with the agents through 
whom the authorities sought to maintain law and 
order in the community. If the public are to pay 
for an inquiry let it be an inquiry conducted with 
the public aspect of the case as the starting point 
Tf the reds want material out of which to manu- 
facture disruptive propaganda let them collect it 
at their own expense. 


IMMIGRATION DIFFICULTIES 


The Canadian Colonization Association is un- 
dergoing a change in directorate. One of the re- 
tiring directors says he quit because the associa- 
tion is not doing much colonizing work and he did 
not see that it could do much under existing con- 
ditions. The criticism involved is less toward the 
management of the organization than toward the 
circumstances. That these are not altogether fav- 
orable to such projects is plain. There is lack of 


question@f immigration that is both real and ob- 
servable. In some quarters there is a tendency 
to be particular to the point of being prohibitive. 
And under present world conditions the kind of 
people who are generally wanted are not easily ob- 
tainable. 

That Canada needs more people has been said 
so often that it sounds commonplace, but the fact 
is that most Canadians qualify the point by stipu- 
lating that it is people with money who are want- 
ed, and that they are the only kind who ean be ac- 
commodated in large numbers. There is a surplus 
of unskilled labor in most parts of Canada, and 
skilled tradesmen do not find employment any too 
plentiful. It is no more strange that wage-earners 
should object to the bringing in of more job-hunt- 


ers than that the farmer should look with misgiv- | 


ing on the proposal to encourage more farmers 
with small means to come here. 

But if an influx of hand workers is not want 
ed, the only chance for immigration effort is to 
| hunt up people abroud who have a fair amount of 
capital and attract them to Canada, That under 
taking looks easier on paper than it is in practice
